dresses they had made. 
Miss Opal O’Briant, home ag ent, 
presided ov er the meeting and g av e 
a short history of the ex tension 
clubs, telling the g roup that the 
first rural homemakers club in 
Missouri was in Sedalia, org anized 
in 1912, with 45 women. The first 
president was Mrs. Harry Sneed, 
and throug h her v ision and dreams 
they had the first 
home ag ent, 
only she wasn’t called that. She 
had sev eral names, one of which 
was “The Soup Lady ” because she 
went about with a horse and bug g y 
ov er the county try ing to g et one 
hot dish for the noon school meal, 
which was usually soup. M i s s 
O'Briant told them, too, that at 
that time they could not meet in 
a building in Sedalia and the one 
they found to meet in req uired 
them to g o in the back door be­ 
cause country women were not al­ 
lowed to g o in the front door. She 
pointed out how far they had come 
from that day . 
The dresses modeled, all v ery 
attractiv e, were of cotton,- butch­ 


er’s linen, ray on butcher’s linen, 
chambray , ray on and cotton, dac­ 
ron and cotton and many other 
materials 
and 
were 
ev ery thing 
from house dresses to dresses that 
could be worn to parties or all oc­ 
casions. They included 
p l a i ds , 
stripes, prints and plains and were 
made many different sty les some 
with little jackets. All were made 
in the Home Economics Clubs.

That was the main purpose of 
special session o>f the AFL-CIO’s 29- 
merriiber Ex ecutiv e Council It was 
called by Georg e Meany , presi­ 
dent of 
the 
merg ed 
15-million- 
member org anization. 
The 
most 
pressing complaint 
a g a i ns t the 
1,400.000-metnber 
Teamsters Union — its alliance 
with the International Long shore­ 
mens Assn. — lost steam ov er the 
weekend. 
The ILA, ex pelled from the old 
AiFL sev eral y ears ag o for al­ 
leg edly being g ang ster-dommated, 
suddenly pulied out of the deal in 
a mov e apparently desig ned to 
take Teamsters President Dav e 
Beck off the spot. 
It was not sure this entirely 
satisfied Meany . He refused any 
comment 
but 
was 
reported 
to 
hav e ready a dossier full of com­ 
plaints for consideration by the 
Ex ecutiv e Council. 
James B. Carey , a council mem­ 
ber and president of the Interna­ 
tional Union of Electrical Work­ 
ers, was reported U\ hav e said in 
New York y esterday “that we will 
hav e to deal effectiv ely with the 
Teamsters Union ” 
Carey was q uoted as describing 
such action as the first step in 
solv ing some of the problems of 
the labor federation. 
Beck’s t e a m s t e r * driv e the 
trucks serv ing industry and sup­ 
pliers ov er the nation. Besides be­ 
ing criticized for dealing with the 
ousted ILA, the teamsters hav e 
been accused of conducting fre­ 
q uent “raids” on other AFL-CIO 
unions’ org anized members.

Labor Relations Board g ranted 
a 
teamster req uest for a barg ain­ 
ing ag ent election 
among 1,100 
employ es of two St. Paul, Minn., 
breweries in a mov e to g et them 
to switch from the AFLi-CIO Brew­ 
ery Workers Union. 
Meany had hinted broadly he 
was ready to recommend that the 
council start suspension proceed­ 
ing s ag ainst the teamsters. But 
an end to teamsters’ proposed fi­ 
nancial and other aid to the ILA 
may serv e to prev ent such drastic 
action.

WASHINGTON m — 
Eastern 
and Western railroads raised their 
basic passeng er fares by 5 per 
cent today . 
There was a simultaneous 
IVt 
per cent hike in Pullman charg es 
throug hout the country . 
The 
Southern 
railroads 
are 
scheduled to make a similar 5 per 
cent increase in their basic pas­ 
seng er fares effectiv e May 15. 
The Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mission late y esterday approv ed 
the increase 
in interstate pas­ 
seng er rates west of the Missis­ 
sippi Riv er and north of the Ohio 
and Potomac riv ers, plus West 
Virg inia and most of Virg inia. 
The commission said multimil- 
lion-dollar deficits which the rail­ 
roads hav e been incurring in pas­ 
seng er 
operations 
since 
World 
War II demonstrated a need for 
additional rev enue. 
The east-west passeng er fare 
boost is ex pected to y ield about 
another 27 million dollars a y ear. 
The Pullman fare increases, ap­ 
prov ed last Friday , will produce 
an additional 
$6,800,000 a y ear. 
The ICC 
also 
authorized 
the 
railroads y esterday to make the 5

LEXINGTON, Va. to -S en. Al- 
ben W. Barkley of Kentucky , for­ 
mer v ice president of the United 
State*, collapsed and died y ester­ 
day on the speaker’s platform at 
a univ ersity political g athering . 
Ba rkley , 
78. slumped 
to the 
flo o r after a key note address 
Wa shingto n a nd Lee Univ ersity 
students assembled 
in a mock 
Democratic National Conv ention 
Dr. Robert Mang er, who arriv ed 
sev en minutes later as ambulance 
attendants were attempting to ad 
minister ox y g en, said be died of 
a 
heart attack. 
Today the “Veep” of the Tru­ 
man administration made his final 
journey to Washing ton. Four stu­ 
dents from Washing ton and Lee 
and four from nearby Virg inia 
Military Institute accompanied the 
body . 
In accord with Barkley ’s wishes, 
a funeral serv ice will be held to­ 
morrow 
morning 
in 
Foundry 
Methodist 
Church, 
Washing ton, 
conducted by the Rev . Dr. Fred­ 
erick Brown Harris, chaplain of 
the Senate. Burial will be Friday 
in Barkley ’s home town, Paducah, 
Ky . 
Barkley , who described himself 
a* “an 
old 
firehorse 
who has 
heard the bell,” told the W&L 
students he had arriv ed here un­ 
certain about g oing to the Demo­ 
cratic National Conv ention in Chi­ 
cag o in Aug ust—but had made up 
his mind to attend. He said he 
wouldn’t be a candidate for nomi­ 
nation for the presidency . 
There were cries of “No, no,” 
and when he had q uieted the 
tumult he said; 
“I hav e been in y ears g one by . 
But all fire apparatus is automo­ 
tiv e now and not horse-drawn.” 
Reminiscently , he recalled he’d 
been a deleg ate-at-larg e to ev ery 
Democratic 
National 
Conv ention 
since 1920: a junior, then a senior 
member of Cong ress; 
a junior 
senator; a senior senator; major­ 
ity Senate leader; v ice president; 
then junior senator ag ain. 
“I am willing to be a junior," 
he said. “I am g lad to sit in the 
back row, for I would rather be a 
serv ant in the house of the Lord

WASHINGTON (tf-The Marine 
Corps said today Staff Sg t. Mat­ 
thew McKeon, under the influence 
of liq uor, told his platoon of re­ 
cruits that “those who couldn’t 
swim would drown” before he led 
them in a nig ht march into a 
South 
Carolina 
swamp. 
Six 
of 
them died. 
Recommending c o u r t-martial 
for the 31-y ear-old serg eant from 
Worcester, Mass.. the Corps said 
McKeon added that “those who 
could (swim) would be eaten by 
sharks.” 
In addition to announcing that 
trial for McKeon on charg es rang ­ 
ing up to manslaug hter had been 
recommended to the secretary of 
the Nav y , Gen. Randolph McCall 
Pate, Corps commandant, told the 
House Armed Serv ices Commit­ 
tee: 
1. He has ordered transfer for 
Maj. Gen. J. C. Burg er, from the 
command of the Parris Island, 
S. C. base where the men were 
lost April 8. 
The Pentag on said Burg er g oes 
to the command of Camp Le- 
;eune. N. C., where there is no 
recruit training . 
Pate said the charg es ag ainst 
McKeon 
are manslaug hter, 
op­ 
pression of recruits “by leading 
them into Ribbon Creek,” drinking 
intox icating liq uor in the presence 
of a recruit and v iolation of g en­ 
eral orders prohibiting possession 
of akholic bev erag es. 
McKeon, 31, is a Nav y v eteran 
of World War 
II from Worcester, 
Mas*. Discharg ed from the Nav y 
in 19 46, he joined the Marines in 
1948, re-enlisted in 19 62. and was 
a staff serg eant on training duty 
at the time of the nig ht march. He 
has ex pressed deep sorrow 
the trag edy , say ing he waa not 
fully familiar with the territory in­ 
to which he led the recruits. 
A 
number 
o f the 
surv iv ors 
praised McKeon’* action« after the 
found themselv es in trouble, 
crediting him with sav ing liv es 
and being “the last man out” 
o f 
the deep water. 
2. 
Pate also has directed 
sweeping reorg anization of recruit 
training , including special assig n 
ment of commissioned officers re­ 
porting directly to the command­ 
ant, and string ent reinforcement 
of rules ag ainst training assig n­ 
ments for men who make “in­ 
temperate” use of alcohol.

the 
committee 
a 
hitherto-secret report on the find­ 
ing s of a Marine Corps inq uiry 
court, tog ether with his report 
on the actions he himself has 
taken in the matter and those he 
has recommended to the secre­ 
tary of the Nav y . 
He included a specific finding 
that McKeon did not hav e author­ 
ity 
to 
take 
punitiv e 
measures 
ag ainst any member of the 78- 
man platoon. 
The serg eant has said he took 
the men into the swamp on the 
nig ht march “to teach them dis­ 
cipline.” 
With reg ard to action at the 
scene of the drowning itself, the 
inq uiry court report 
said 
when 
panic dev eloped as the recruits 


g ot into deep water, McKeon or­ 
dered them back to the bank. 
McKeon and others attempted 
rescue, the report went on, but 
added that the rescue operations 
were “disorg anized and mostly in­ 
effectiv e.” 
The effort went on, the court 
found, “for a period of about fiv e 
minutes until no recruits were ob­ 
serv ed in a dang erous depth of 
water.” 
Surv iv ors 
in 
interv iews 
had 
credited McKeon with sav ing liv es 
and being “the last man out” of 
the deep water. 
The Nav y said the office of the 
judg e adv ocate g eneral is now 
study ing 
the 
recommendations 
with reg ard to McKeon and will 
make its own recommendations to 
Secretary Thomas as soon as is 
possible. The possible penalties on 
the c h a r g e s ag ainst McKeon 
rang e from one month up to ten 
y ears in prison.

Is to get back in the 
a.sylums and laboratories, which 
they are so proud to hav e left be­ 
hind them, and prov e, by estab­ 
lished criteria, that their concepts 
hav e scientific v alidity. ’ 
Dr. Bailey said he has been 
“frankly appalled“ by the re.sults 
of lobotomy—a surgical procedure 
for treating certain mental condi­ 
tions by sev ering nerv e pathways 
to a frontal lobe of the brain. 
“The mo.st f a v o r a bl e result 
seems to be that the disturbed pa­ 
tients, after lobotomy, are easier 
to handle in the hospital,” he said.

Ra te Sta rts 
To Slo w Do wn 


NEW YORK tH -Profits contin­ 
ue upward for three out of ev ery 
four American corporations. But 
the rate of increase is slowing 
down. And some important indus­ 
tries that formerly led the earn­ 
ings adv ance are now on the de­ 
clining side. 
These are the trends indicated 
by a sampling of earnings reports 
for the first three months of 1956 
compared with a year ago. So far, 
506 corporations, big and small 
and 
spread 
ov er all important 
fi Ids of industry, hav e reported 
their net profits after tax es. Hun­ 
dreds more will report in coming 
weeks. 
The first 506 show an av erage 
increase ov er last year of 12 per 
cent. Of the total, 391 report earn­ 
ings this year higher than la s t- 
many of them boasting of setting 
records—and 115 show a decline in 
profits. This year 13 operated at a 
loss, compared with 24 in the first 
quarter of 1955. 
While the ov er-all gain was a 
pleasant 12 per cent, the first 
quarter of 1955 had shown a 27 
per cent gain ov er 1954. For 1955 
as a whole the profit gain was 32 
per cent ov er 1954. 
The auto industry, once the Iwll- 
wether, is now nmning behind. 
Car makers’ profits are off. al­ 
though the truck companies show 
an increase. The industry as a 
whole av erages 13 per cent lower 
than a year ago. 
The railroads, which made spec­ 
tacular gains in 1955, are for the 
most part showing declines now. 
The industry as a whole is running 
8 per cent behind its first quarter 
1955 showing. But a rate increase 
granted in March may change that 
picture in the months ahead. 
And the rail equipment makers 
are hav ing a big year, their profits 
up 68 per cent, reflecting the hefty 
new car orders the rails hav e 
placed. 
Aircraft makers, although their 
order books are fat, show an av er­ 
age drop of 20 per cent in profits 
so far this year. 
The electronics industry would 
be out in front by 8 per cent, ex ­ 
cept for an 18 4-miUion-doUar loss 
reported 
by Westinghouse, 
long 
strikebound. This pulled the indus­ 
try’s av erage W per cent below 
1955. 
Otherwise the profit picture is 
bright indeed. The basic steel in­ 
dustry is running 44 per cent 
ahead of last year; 
nonferrous 
metals 31 per cent ahead, and 
metalworking companies 35 per 
cent ahead. 
The oil industry is selling more 
products than ev er and making 25 
per cent more profit doing so. Air­ 
line av erage profits are up 70 per 
cent. 
Machine tools are 56 pec 
cent ahead of last year. Farm 
equipment makers are 47 per cent 
ahead, in spite of declining farm 
incomes.

Columbia and Jefferson City h ave 
boMi in a lath er about wh eth er or not to 
adopt Day ligh t Savingi Time But th eir 
interest h as subsided somewh at since a 
spokesman for th e Missouri Farm Bureau 
Federation sounded off th at farmers 
were not being considered wh en and if 
a city vote was taken on such a matter— 
and farmers didn’t like th e day Ugh t sav­ 
ings idea, any h ow 
While th ose two cities h ave been try ing 
to make up th eir minds, DST h as already 
arriv ed in the nation’s metropolitan cen­ 
ters to create annual confusion over 
entmiainment and transportation sch ed­ 
ules 
Despite activities of enth usiastic mi­ 
nority groups in out-state Missouri towns 
fo r adopton of DST, concensus is th at 
day light time is only practical for Mis­ 
sourians provided it is adopted state­ 
wide. 
That Columbia or Jefferson City would 
hav e the effrontery to adopt th e time 
schedule is extremely unlikely especially 
in face of a rural protest. In th e mean­ 
time Columbia is diverting its attention 
to a dog-cat leash law wh ich h as th e com- 


munity ch oosing up sides h olding public 
meetings, putting pressure on city coun­ 
cil, and wh at h ave y ou. 
Th is sort of distraction is good medi­ 
cine for Columbia wh ich is h urting so 
terribly from growing pains it appears 
th e comunity is loosing its sense of 
h umor. 
Jefferson City , of course, could never 
loose its sense of h umor—not so long as 
a Missouri Legislature h olds sessions 
periodically . Lawmakers alway s put on 
a few good circus performances before 
an adjournment. Wh at with all th ose 
transients coming into th e capital city 
we h ope th e good citizens keep th eir 
sense of balance and do not adopt day ­ 
ligh t savings time. 
Scarcely a peep about DST h as been 
h eard around Sedaiia. Th e Ch amber of 
Commerce didn’t even promote a straw 
vote on th e subject th is y ear. If th e 
matter was put to a public vote h ere 
th ere is little doubt th e citizens would 
defeat th e proposal—except of course, 
if th e entire state decided to make th e 
ch ange.

who con ducted a n ation wide sur­ 
vey of what in isters thin k of 
their occupation . 
Chief complain ts

work,” “run n in g the mimeog raph 
machin e," “atten din g too man y 
purposeless meetin g s," an d “deal­ 
in g with deman din g people," Dr. 
Blizzard said. 
A larg e n umber .said they are 
urg ed to spen d much time org an ­ 
izin g an d admin isterin g , but have 
little train in g or likin g for these 
fun ction s. 
“Today ’s min ister con siders that 
he was train ed to be a preacher 
an d pastor, an d these are the roles 
he likes best," Dr. Blizzard said.

Blizzard did n ot specify the n um­ 
ber of clerg y men who participated 
in it in his report prepared for the 
Nation al Coun cil, a federation of 
30 American churches with SSVi 
million members. 
Thirty -on e per cen t of those an ­ 
swerin g the q uestion n aire thoug ht 
of themselves as mediator be­ 
tween God an d Man . 
Twen ty -two per cen t con sider 
their chief job to be “servan ts of 
God.”

Forty -five can didates have filed 
for the election with the top 13 
in the votin g tabbed for duty on 
the board. 
The city ’s presen t charter was 
adopted in 1914 an d req uires St. 
Louis—Missouri’s larg est city with 
more than 850,000 person s—to seek 
permissive leg islation from the 
state leg islature for an y thin g n ot 
specifically authorized by the char­ 
ter. 
There are about 900 officers of 
the “coun ty ty pe" such as reven ue 
an d licen se collector in the g ov­ 
ern men tal setup of the city of St. 
Louis, which operates as a coun ty 
within itself.
